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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting was held as announced on December 29 and 
30 at Columbia University, the Council and Committee on Mem- 
bership meeting also on December 28. A summary of the records 
of the Council meetings is given on page 8 and the detailed report 
of the meeting will be published in the February Bulletin. 

The registration of 154 included two or more members from the 
following institutions: Amherst, Brown, Bryn Mawr, California, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Columbia (12), Cornell, Dartmouth, Harvard, 
Illinois, Johns Hopkins, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Michigan, Mt. Holyoke, New York City College, Northwestern, 
Ohio State, Pennsylvania, Pittsburgh, Princeton, Smith, Swarth- 
more, Syracuse, Vassar, Virginia, Wellesley, Williams, Wisconsin, 
and Yale. Undoubtedly a far larger number of members were in 
the city but the congestion of programs of different meetings was 
enormous and particularly disadvantageous to a society meeting 
near the end of the week. 

Committees which held meetings in connection with the meeting 
of the Association were E (Qualifications for Membership), G 
(Causes and Remedies for the Alleged Decline in the Intellectual 
Interests of College Students), L (Co-operation with Latin-Ameri- 
can Universities), M (Recommendations of the Second Pan-Ameri- 
ean Scientific Congress), and P (Pensions and Insurance). In 
other cases, there may have been informal conferences of members 
present. 

Agreeable features of the meeting days were a dinner given the 
Council by Vice-President Seligman Thursday and the informal 
reception and smoker arranged by the local committee for Friday 
evening in place of the dinner originally planned. The change of 
program afforded much better opportunity for developing personal 
acquaintance among members than would have been poaribte at a 
formal dinner. 

The local committee of arrangements consisted of Messrs. Jacoby, 
Chairman, Dewey, Overstreet, Seligman, and Weeks. 

Five hundred and seventy-seven new members were elected, 
including all those whose names have been published in recent 
BULLETINS with the exception of twenty-nine who appeared not 
clearly eligible under the constitutional requirements. These have 
been informed by letter. Persons elected will be notified in con- 
nection with the bills for dues.

Financial.—The constitutional amendment increasing the dues 
to $2.50 was laid on the table for one year. 
Attention may be called to the action of the Council (page 8) in 


regard to members in arrears and in regard to increasing the charge 


for the BuLLETIN to non-members; also to the financial statement 
which will be sent with bills for dues. 

New Committees.—On the basis of proposals from local branches 
and members reported by the Committee on Resolutions, it was 
voted to appoint three new committees: 

(R) On the Encouragement of Research to act in co-operation 
with other bodies working in the same field; 

(S) On the Organization of Summer Schools as recommended in 
President Wigmore’s Report; 

(T) On the Place and Functions of University Faculties. 

The Executive Committee is expected to meet in New York City 
on Saturday, February 10, and will welcome suggestions from mem- 
bers in regard to the personnel of these Committees. 

Committees (F) Local Chapters and (N) University Handbook, 
were discontinued as noted under the report of the Council meeting. 

Extension of Membership.—Attention is called to the Council 
vote on page 9. A circular letter has been sent to members of the 
Council and chairmen of local branches bespeaking their interest 
in bringing the Association to the attention of members of the pro- 
fession in institutions not now represented. As a safeguard against 
possible misunderstanding, it may be added that persons should not 
be nominated for membership except at their own desire. 

Eligibility—The report of the Committee on Qualifications for 
Membership, published in the October BuLLETiIn, was fully dis- 
cussed at the annual meeting and the interpretations of the consti- 
tution contained in it were adopted, except number five, interpret- 
ing ‘‘ principal occupation” as implying that a person must devote 
more than half of his working time to teaching or research. This 
was referred back to the committee. 

The constitutional amendment providing for election by a Com- 
mittee on Admissions during the year was adopted, but the re 
quirement of local chapter approval was replaced by a rule that 
nominations be referred to local branches for optional recommenda- 
tion. 

In regard to certain general questions of eligibility, the follow- 
ing supplementary votes were taken by the committee. 
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TREASURER’S REPORT 7 


“Tt is the sense of the committee that experiment station workers 
shall be considered ineligible in case they do no teaching.” 

“Tt is the sense of the committee that the required ten-year period 
shall be reckoned from the nominee’s appointment to an instructor- 
ship or equivalent teaching position. It may include leaves of 
absence.”’ 

Academic Freedom.—The attention of members who have not 
seen recent numbers of the Nation may be called to a discussion 
on Academic Freedom by Messrs. Wigmore, Lovejoy and the 
editor in the issues of December 7 and December 21 and to a letter 
in the issue of December 28.

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COUNCIL BUSINESS 


Dues.—The Council has adopted by letter ballot the following 
recommendations of the Treasurer and the Secretary :— 

“That dues be declared payable January 1; that the Bulletin be 
no longer sent to members who have not paid their dues by June 
1; that the names of all persons more than one year in arrears be 
dropped from the list of members, after notification.” 

“That the subscription for the Bulletin be, until further notice, 
$1.50 per year, instead of $1.00.” 

The Council of 1916 met Thursday afternoon, December 28, 
and Friday afternoon, December 29, with a total attendance of 
sixteen members. 

It appeared that the 606 nominations for membership, published 
in the October, November, and December BuLuetins, had been 
scrutinized by the Secretary and in doubtful cases by the Commit- 
tee on Qualifications for Membership. The Council accordingly 
recommended all but twenty-nine of these names for election and 
this recommendation was adopted by the Association. 

On authorization of the Council, the President appointed as a 
Committee on Resolutions Messrs. Ross, Dealey, Denney, Lovejoy, 
and Weeks. 

Voted: That the Council recommend that the Committee on 
Resolutions be instructed, except in cases of urgency, not to report 
in favor of immediate action by the Association on matters referred 
to the Committee without previous publication in the BULLETIN. 

In regard to the proposed constitutional amendment increasing 
the dues, the Council recommended that this be laid on the table 
for one year, and that the question of combining with bills for dues 
an invitation for additional contributions for the support of the work 
of the Association be referred with certain alternative suggestions 
to the Treasurer and the Secretary with power. 

Voted: To recommend that committees of the Association be 
classified by the Council as “standing” or “special” committees: 
members of standing committees to be elected annually, with eligi- 
bility for re-election for not more than three consecutive years; 
special committees to continue until their work is completed, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Association or the Council. 
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COUNCIL BUSINESS 9 


Voted: To recommend that retiring presidents of the Association 
become ex-officio members of the Council for the five years next 
following their presidential terms. 


A meeting of the Council of 1917 was held on Saturday, 
December 30, with twelve members present. 

Voted: To continue the present Executive Committee with the 
President as chairman ex-officio. 

Committees A (Academic Freedom) and I (University Ethics) 
were designated as standing committees; Committees B, C, D, E, G, 
H, J, K, L, M, O, P, Q, as special committees. 

The chairman of Committee E (Qualifications for Membership) 
was authorized to appoint a sub-committee of not more than nine 
members to act as a Committee on Admissions. 

Voted: To discharge Committees F (Local Chapters) and N 
(University Handbook). 

Voted: That it is the sense of the Council that it is not the province 
of local branches to take any action on local issues beyond private 
discussion. 

Voted: To refer the personnel of committees to the Executive 
Committee with power to appoint, after collecting suggestions from 
the Council. On invitation by the officers, numerous suggestions 
were made as to members eligible for the newly authorized com- 
mittees. 

After discussion of the proper policy of the Association in regard 
to broadening its membership, it was 

Voted: That it is desirable that the Executive Committee take 
such steps as it may deem appropriate to increase the membership 
of the Association within the limits set by the Constitution. 

The Secretary presented a plan for a four-page circular of general 
information. It was suggested that chairmen of local branches be 
invited to make efforts to extend membership in their respective 
states, particularly in institutions not now represented in the Asso- 
ciation. 

Voted: That the BuLLEeTIN be restricted (as heretofore) to the 
publication of official matter. 

After discussion of the financial condition of the Association, it 
was 

Voted: That the Secretary be authorized to continue the employ-

ment of an Assistant Secretary at a salary not exceeding $500. 
That the Executive Committee be requested to prepare and submit 
a budget for the year. 

It was agreed to send the reprints of the report on the Carnegie 
Foundation Proposed Plan, as soon as practicable, to all colleges 
and universities. 

Voted: To be the sense of the Council that the next annual meet- 
ing should be held at a point west of the Alleghanies.

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LOCAL BRANCHES* 


As stated above, the committee on Local Chapters (F) has been 
discontinued. It is expected that the Secretary’s office will act 
hereafter as an informal clearing-house for the local branches and 
as a means of communication between them and chairmen of 
committees. It is perhaps worth while to add that the Executive 
Committee and the Council necessarily depend, to a considerable 
extent, on the codperation of officers of local branches, and that 
groups having and using this simple organization are therefore 
likely to exert relatively more influence on the policy and work 
of the Association. 

The following extract of a letter from the local branch in New 
York and vicinity will, it is believed, prove of general interest: 

“The Executive Committee submits the following outline of the 
most suitable method of conducting the business of the Chapter: 

“The Chapter, through its Executive Committee, will under- 
take the business of securing new members for the Association. 

“The Chapter as a whole, and especially the Executive Com- 
mittee, will at all times be ready, as an existing organized body, to 
meet and act, if there should occur in the vicinity anything materially 
affecting the interests of the professors, or whenever anything is 
referred to it by the national organization. 

“Meetings should be held only when there is business of impor- 
tance to transact or discuss. 

“Business of importance is business of a local character which, 
were it of a national character, would properly come before the Asso- 
ciation as a whole. In other words, any matter which a member 
might wish to bring before the national Association, such, for in- 
stance, as an alleged infringement of academic freedom, would 
properly come first before the Executive Committee of the Regional 
Chapter. Through that committee it would reach a meeting of the 
Chapter. The Chapter would then determine whether the matter 
were of national importance and should be brought to the attention 
of the national organization. 

“It is the belief of the Executive Committee that in time a con- 
siderable proportion of the Association’s business will be effectively

disposed of by the local chapters, which will, in this way, not only 
justify their existence, but contribute materially to the influence of 
the national organization.” 


The New York Group includes Columbia University, College of the 
City of New York, Hunter College, New York University, and 
Princeton University. In the list published on page 15 of the 
December Bulletin New York University was inadvertently omitted.

CONSTITUTION* 


ARTICLE I—NAME AND OBJECT 


1. The name of this Association shall be the American Association 
of University Professors. 

2. Its objects shall be to facilitate a more effective coéperation 
among teachers and investigators in universities and colleges and 
in professional schools of similar grade for the promotion of the 
interests of higher education and research, and in general to 
increase the usefulness and advance the standards and ideals of the 
profession. 


ArticLE 


1. Any university or college teacher of recognized scholarship 
or scientific productivity who holds and for ten years has held a 
position of teaching or research in an American university or college, 
or in a professional school of similar grade, may be nominated for 
membership in the Association. 

2. No person whose principal occupation is not that of education 
or research and no administrative officer who does not give a 
substantial amount of instruction shall be eligible for membership. 


ArticLe 


1. The officers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and thirty members of the 
Council. 

2. The President and Vice-President shall be elected by a 
majority vote of those present and voting at each annual meeting. 

3. A Secretary and a Treasurer shall be elected by a majority vote 
of those present and voting at the first meeting of the Association 
and shall hold office for three years, when their successors shall be 
in like manner elected. 

4. Thirty members of the Council shall be elected by a plurality 
vote at the first meeting of the Association; and lots shall then be 
drawn to determine which ten of those elected shall hold office for

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one, for two and for three years respectively. At each annual 
meeting thereafter ten members of the Council shall be elected for 
three years by a majority vote of those present and voting. 

5. The President, Vice-President and members of the Council 
‘shall not be immediately eligible for reélection upon the expiration 
of their terms.* 


ArticLE IV—ELEcTION oF MEMBERS 


1. There shall be a Committee on Admissions, the number and 
mode of appointment of which shall be determined by the Council. 

2. Nominations for membership may be made to the Secretary 
of the Association by any three members of the Association. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish every nomina- 
tion in the next following issue of the BuLLETIN of the Association, 
and to transmit it to the Committee on Admissions. 

4. All persons receiving the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the Committee on Admissions shall become members 
of the Association upon payment of the annual dues. No nomina- 
tion shall be voted on, however, within sixty days after its publica- 
tion in the BULLETIN. 


ArTIcCLE V—TuHE CovuncIL* 


1. The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer shall 
be members of the Council ez officio and the President shall act as its 
chairman. 

2. The Council shall make all arrangements for the annual 
meeting, sending a copy of the program at least one month in advance 
to every member of the Association. 

3. The Council shall present a written report to the Association 
at the annual meeting, sending a copy at least one month in advance 
to every member of the Association. 

4. The Council may appoint committees to investigate and 
report upon subjects germane to the purposes of the Association. 


ArTICLE VI—By-Laws 


By-Laws may be adopted at any annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion. 
*The Council has recommended that ex-presidents be made members of the 


Council ex officio for the five years next succeeding their terms of office. This 
awaits action at the next annual meeting. 
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CONSTITUTION 15 


ArtTicLE VII—DvgEs 


Each member shall pay two dollars to the Treasurer as annual 
dues, and no member who is in default shall be qualified to exercise 
any privilege of membership. 


ArticLE VIII—Honorary MEmMBERS* 


1. A member who becomes disqualified for active membership 
by becoming a professor emeritus, or by becoming an exclusively 
administrative officer, shall become an honorary member. 

2. Honorary members shall be exempt from the payment of dues. 
They shall have the privilege of being present and speaking, but 
not of voting, at annual meetings. 


ARTICLE 1X—AMENDMENTS 


1. The Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
those present and voting at any annual meeting; provided that 
written notice of any proposed amendment shall be sent to the 
Secretary by five members of the Association not later than two 
months before the annual meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to send a copy of all 
amendments thus proposed to the members of the Association at 
least one month before the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE X—ANNUAL MEETING 


The Association shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Council may select, and those present shall constitute a 
quorum. 


*Proposed changes in this article have been referred to the Committee on 
Qualifications for Membership. 
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BY-LAWS 


1. Nomination for Office—At each annual meeting the President 
shall appoint a committee of five, not members of the Council or 
other officers of the Association, to present nominations for the offices 
to be filled at the next annual meeting. These nominations shall 
be mailed by the Secretary to all members of the Association not 
later than one month before the meeting at which they are to be 
voted upon; and blanks shall be provided upon which additional 
nominations may be made. At the annual meeting, the nomina- 
tions of the committee and any other nominations proposed in 
writing by ten or more members of the Association shall be voted 
upon by ballot by those present at the annual meeting. No 
proxies shall be allowed. 

2. Council Meetings.—A special meeting of the Council shall be 
called by the President on the written request of at least eight 
members of the Council, and notice of such meeting shall be 
mailed to every member two weeks in advance. 

3. Local Branches.—Local branches may be organized by seven 
or more members of the Association either in institutions or in 
regional groups of institutions, for such purposes not inconsistent 
with the Constitution and By-Laws as such branches may 
determine.
